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Civic Salaries Inadequate 


The brightest proposal to come out of 
the “Put Edmonton on the Map” move- 
Ment was the proposal made last week by 
Chairman G. R. A. Rice that civic officials 
should be paid decent salaries. 

This suggestion was not a formal part 
of the “Put Edmonton on the Map” pro- 
gram. It was thrown off extemporane- 
ously when members of the finance com- 
mittee exclaimed in horror when Mr. 
Rice’s committee said that a high calibre 

blicity man for Edmonton would cost 
Setwoes $12,000 and $15,000 a year. 

Mayor Parsons said that this exceeded 
any salary now paid to any city official. 

It was then that Mr, Rice declared that 
a lot of Edmonton business men were 
ashamed of the salaries being paid to city 
officials. He said that the city was one of 
the biggest financial operations in the 
province and those running it should be 
paid commensurate salaries. 

That, in our opinion, is worth much 
more than all the other proposals to “Put 


Edmonton on the Map”. 

For the best and quickest way to “Put 
Edmonton on the Map” is to ensure sound 
and progressive civic government. 

And you can’t have sound and saa 
gressive civic government without the best 
officials money can hire. 

Mr. Rice is quite right when he says 
Edmonton should be ashamed of the 
salaries now paid, 

The mayor and commissioners get 
$7,410 a year. 

Department heads get from $4,500 to 
$6,900. 

And yet these men are custodians of 
assets worth billions of dollars, the city of 
Edmonton, city of the future. 

A corporation of this immensity, in 
private business, would pay salaries of 
five figures to its top men. 

When should top men in civic life be 
expected to work for nothing? 

Mr. Rice has sounded the keynote for 
making Edmonton known and respected 
across Canada. 


Parliament and Divorce Bills 


The house of commons was wrong, last 
week, to talk to death a private bill which 
would have made the exchequer court and 
not the senate responsible for divorce 
petitions from Quebec and Newfoundland. 

Divorce should be a judicial and not a 
legislative instrument. 

It is unfair to the people of Canada 
that marital infidelities in these two pro- 
vinces should be aired before parliament 
and acted upon at the national expense. 


Impossible Job for 


One of the most extraordinary 
things about journalism is the miracles 
the laity expect of it. 

Thus, the Hon. Lionel Chevrier, 
minister of transport, addressed the Im- 
perial Press Conference in Ottawa the 
other day and orated grandiosely to the 
effect that the chief function of the press 
was to interpret people, classes and races 
to each other. 

We suspect that Mr. Chevrier is un- 
loading onto the press an obligation that 
more rightfully belongs to governments. 

Governments have elaborate machin- 
ery for interpreting peoples and races to 
each other. The press has no such 
machinery at all. 

For instance, how can a newspaper 
published in the English language interpret 
anything to a race that speaks German? 

How can it stand between races and 
people when the bulk of its circulation is 
centred in a single community? 

Mr. Chevrier meant, we presume, to be 
complimentary and to extol the impor- 
tance of journalism. We agree with him 
thoroughly that a more free circulation of 
news throughout the world would operate 
for peace. 


If Quebec and Newfoundland people 
want divorce privileges, they should set up 
courts to deal with them. 

If they are not prepared to set up 
courts to deal with them, they should be 
denied the privilege of divorce, 

The present system is hypocritical, It 
imposes a burden upon the national parlia- 
ment that the national parliament should 
not be expected to bear. 


the Press 


But is it necessary to talk such ex- 
travagant nonsense about an institution 
whose functions and purposes are ‘defi- 
nitely limited? 

Actually the prime purpose of any 
newspaper is the enlightenment of its 
readers, 

It gathers and prints as much of the 
news as it can get in order that those who 
read it may know what is going on in their 
community, their country and the world. 

It comments on that news in order to 
relate it intelligently to other events. The 
news page tells the incidents. The editorial 
pages try to give the context. 

A second purpose of a good newspaper 


is to protest against injustice and 
ineptitude. 

Journalism is essentially a profession 
of protest. 


If newspapers accomplish these pur- 
poses with any degree of success they are 
doing a large and important job. 

It is unkind for men like Mr. Chevrier 
to try to unload on the shoulders of the 
press the responsibility for world amity 
and world understanding, projects which, 
in this age, would try the capacity of the 
saints and the archangels. 


Check on Street Numbering 


The suggestion from the Chamber of 
Commerce that the city engineer's de- 
partment should be asked to check on all 
street numbering signs in the city is a 
useful and timely one. 

It is reported that many of the signs 
are missing. 

Worse still, some of them are wrong, 

Edmonton has been noted for a fine and 


lucid system of street identification. 

It has been noted, also, for a carefully 
kept system of street signs. 

If the latter has not kept up with 
changes and if the system has begun to 
slip, the time to rectify it is now. 

A lack of street signs puzzles residents, 
infuriates tourists. 

Incorrect street signs are one of the 
few causes of justifiable homicide.

The quantity of these meters 
which one finds all over the cen- 
tral city area is tremendous—and 
obnoxious; I have never yet visit- 
ed a city in Canada or the USA, 
and I have visited quite a few, as 
small as Edmonton, with such a 
high per capita rate of parking 
meters. 

One solution to this problem, 
thusly created by the city direc- 
tors, is to boycott the downtown 
stores until they, having felt the 
pinch of lost customers, would 
raise such a hue and cry as to 
cause the city to remove this 
ridiculous and business-throttling 
menace,

Against Tuberculosis 


PARIS.—D tring the occupation | 


years the increase in tuberculosis 
in France reached alarming pro- 
portions, especially among chil- 
dren and prisoners-of-war, Malnu- 


trition took its toll; shortage of 
hospital beds, equipment and ‘medi- 
cine played a part, 

A tremendous effort has been 
made to bring the incidence down 
to something like the normal 
level, A new law, effective in 
January, 1950, has provided for the 
compulsory vaccination with the 
B.C.G. anti - tuberculosis serum 
(called Bacillus Calmette-Guerin 
for its discoveries in France) of the 
following: 

1—All French schoolchildren. 

2.—All infants in public institu- 
tions, 

3.—All infants exposed to tuber- 
culosis. 

4—All pre-medical, dental, nurs- 
ing and social work students.
